I serves as a “ grinding” mill, so th a t 
the chicken can utilize carbohydrates, 
proteins, and especially fats. The in­ 
soluble grit in the gizzard merely 
helps the grinding process. 
The value of grit was m ore a p p a r­ 
e n t when field peas w ere fed. This 
pointed to the need 
of grit 
when 
coarse and g ra n u la r feeds m ake up 
a large p art of the ration. 
Field peas alone did not constitute 
a complete diet for birds in confine­ 
m ent, although digestibility was su f­ 
ficient to justify the use of the le­ 
gum e in poultry feeds. 
Despite hav­ 
ing a generally lower protein diges­ 
tibility than corn, field peas contain 
approxim ately 60 per cent m ore di­ 
gestible protein per pound.

Some of her 
friends asked her to lend them some 
of the books, which she did, but re­ 
alized that the books would soon he 
completely worn out and a total loss.

After the books had been in 
circulation for a few months, it was 
necessary to repair them, and as soon 
as one became too much dilapitated, 
i( was sold for 10c.

Th.* salted nuts are put 
up in colored cellophane hags, and 
there is always a large tray filled 
with a good variety of home-made 
candies in her front window. Some­ 
times there is also a 
big stack

This little business brings her 
an average income of $1.00 a day on 
school days.
